Suspicious, Peeps Into 
Closed Office as They Es- 


cape, and Gives Alarm. 


The Procter & Gamble Co., soap 
manufacturers, at Second street 
and East Grand avenue, lost a 
$9300 cash payroll at 10 o’clock 
this morning, when two men strode 
into the company’s office, passed 
15 clerks at their desks and held 
up the paymaster, Charles. E. 
Flesch, in his private office at the 
sear. 

The robbers, both middle-aged and 
well dressed, walked quietly into 
the building, ignored the telephone 
operator. at an information desk 
near the door, walked through the 
bookkeeping room and into the 
paymaster’s office, closing the door 
behind them. 

Vlesch and a 
clerk, Miss Rose Schaper, were 
placing money in pay envelopes 
when they glanced up and saw the 
two robbers with drawn pistols be- 
fore them. One robber tossed a 
cloth sack on Flesch’s desk. “Put 
it all in here,”’ he ordered. 

While Flesch complied 
the order, the second 
walked to a corner of the room, 
raised a window opening onto 
Second street and waited while his 
companion snatched the filled sack 
from the paymasfer’s hand. 

In the outer office, KE. T. Brock- 
meyer, a. cost clerk, had noticed a 
hand of 
men as they 
Suspicious but 
unwilling to raise an unnecessary 
alarm, he rose from his desk and 
walked quietly to a side door of 
He looked 
in just in time to see the robbers 
climb through the window. 

Brockmeyer ran to the telephone 
operator, Miss Catherine Cindric, 
who immediately flashed an alarm 
Police Headquarters. Outside, 
the two men were seen to jump 
from the windows to the ground a 
few feet below and run along the 
Wabash Railroad tracks which fol- 
Second street. 

Two watchmen, stationed at par- 
allel railroad crossings at 
Grand avenue, told police they saw 
a blue Chrysler automobile move 
westward across the first set of 
tracks, stop for a moment while 
two men climbed in and then pro- 
ceed toward Broadway. Appar- 
ently, a third man had waited at 
the wheel watching for the two 
robbers to emerge from the build- 
ing. 

The plant is the former quarters 
of the William Waltke & Sons Soap 
Co., an old St. Louis concern, which 
was purchased by Procter & Gam- 
ble about a year ago and added to 
its nation wide chain. The loss 
was insured. In July, 1921, Brock- 
m.-yer and another man, then em- 
ployed by the Waltke company, 
were robbeu of a $6500 cash pay- 
roll at the door of the plant. 


$4000 BANK RAID 
AT EVANSVILLE, ILL.

cabinet. 


Adoption of the resolution came

tion of eight cabinet. 
were confirmed. President Hoov- 
er sent these eight nominations to 
the Senate today. The names of 
Secretary Mellon and Secretary of 
Labor James J. Davis were not on 
the list. 
By not sending in the name of 
Secretary Mellon, the President at- 
tempted to avoid a fight with the 
Senate. Had he sent in Mellon's 
name he might have jeopardized 
the confirmation of. his entire 
cabinet. As the matter stands now, 
the fight is on Mellon alone, The 
retention of Davis hag not been 


opposed. 

Old Statute Cited, 

McKellar’s resolution was 4i- 
vided into two parts. The first 
section instructed the Judiciary 
Committee to report whether or 
not a cabinet officer could be re- 
tained from the previous adminis- 
tration without confirmation by 
the Senate. The second, after cit- 
ing portions of the revised Fed- 
era] statutes, relative to the right 
of Federal officers to engage in 
commerce, asked whether or not 
Mellon was not disqualified by his 
property holdings, particularly his 
alleged holdings in distilleries. 

The resolution was adopted after 
Senator David A. Reed (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, regarded as a spokes- 
man for Secretary Mellon, said: 
“Why not adopt the resolution and 
be done with it?” He had pre- 
viously asked that the resolution 
be referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee, which is packed with con- 
servative TItepublicans. 


Senator George W. Norris, chair-« 
man of the Judiciary Committee, to 
which the resolution was referred, 
opposed the resolution. He argued 
that since Mellon's name had not 
been submitted, the resolution pro- 
pounded a moot question which 
might prove embarrassing ff steps 
were taken in the House looking 
to the impeachment of Mellon. 

Senator Thomas J. Walsh (Dem.J, 
Montana, went to McKellar’s aid. 
Walsh, who, like Norris, enjoys a 
reputation for his knowledge of 
constitutional law, contended that 
it wag within the jurisdiction of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee te 
ruake the investigation. Senator 
James Couzens (Rep.), Michigan, 
author of a resolution calling for 
the dismissal of Mellon, supported 
McKellar, although, be said, he did 
not entirely agree with the form eg

MEXICO CITY, March 5.—Fed- 
eral troops moved to two fronts to- 
day to give battle to rebel armies. 

Commanding the Army of the 
North, whose objective is recapture 
of Sonora, a thousand miles to the 
northwest, was Gen. Plutarco Elias 
Calles, Secretary of War, and him- 
self a native of the state. 


The Army of the South was 
placed in charge of Gen. Andreu 
Almazan. It is his task-to dis- 
lodge the forces of Gen, Jesus 
Maria Aguirre, whose troops have 
captured the state of Vera Cruz 
and now are threatening an ad- 
vance On Mexico City. 

Gen. Calles, as Secretary  : War, 
is commander-in-chief of both 
armies, but will take the field him- 
self with forces sent to Sonora for 
the northern campaign, leaving 
actual charge of southern opera- 
tions to Almazan.

In furtherance of this object Mr. Hoover urged the 
participation of the United States in the Permanent 
{Court of International Justice, which he put among 


‘the most important of international agencies for, 


establishing law and maintaining peace in the world. 
| He expressed the belief that the obstacles which had 
| prevented our participation hitherto were not in- 
| superable but could satisfactorily be disposed of. He 
| held out the offer of our further co-operation in limi- 
{tation of armaments.

The St. Louis Board of Police 


Commissioners, appointed by the 
Governor, is now :empowered to 
requisition from the city whatever 
ainount the board desires for an- 
nual salaries and expense of the 
departmient, and the city is com- 
pelled to appropriate the amount 
called for. The city has no author- 
ity to reduce any such requisition. 
|A bill passed yesterday repeals 
ithe provision that the city must 
| appre priate the amount requisi- 
'tioned by the board, and substitutes 
a provision that the city shall ap- 
| propriate whatever amount is nec- 
| essary to pay the salaries fixed by 
| State law for members of the Po- 
i\lice Department, whose strength 
‘also is fixed by State law. But the 
city shall have power to determine 
what amount shall be appropriated | 
‘for other expenses of the depart-
